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The After-Final amendment is denied entry for the following reasons: 

1. Claim 77 (currently amended) inserts new claim limitations (e.g., " i) defining the spatial 
brightness function by a set of modeling parameters, ii) selecting a set of values to characterize 
the spatial brightness function, iii) expressing a set of volumes of sections of the measurement 
volume as functions of the modeling parameters, where the set of volumes corresponds to the set 
of values "), which introduces new search and consideration. For example, Applicants' currently 
amended claims are now drawn to a method that "employs" the values of volumes of sections of 
the measurement volume by " expressing " these valued presumably using the "spatial brightness 
function" for comparison to another "set of values" that are similarly so expressed. However, 
this "expression" was not previously recited in the claims as a means for "employing" the values 
(e.g., see 7/27/04 rejection, page 3, paragraph 7A). Therefore, new search and/or consideration 
is required (i.e., "expression" of these values will now have to be searched and considered). In 
addition, Applicants' current amendments also raise the possibility of new issues under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first and second paragraphs. For example, claim 77, step iii) recites, "expressing a 
set of volumes of sections of the measurement volume as functions of the modeling parameters." 
However, this step does not recite what "function" will be used to express said volumes. Are 
these values expressed in the "spatial brightness function" or some other? Thus, Applicants 
provide no clear antecedent basis for said function. If Applicants intend for a function other than 
the spatial brightness function to "express" the set of volumes then the Examiner contends that 
the issue of New Matter would be raised under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 
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There is no reason given for why the amendment was not earlier presented.
